H Majesty, © of 
course, referred to people who und- 
erstand, though it is pretty certain!y 
true that the work of the navy has 
never been properly appreciated by 
many of those who have ‘benefited 
by it most. It does its work unct 
served, and the records of its heroic 
services pass unobservéd by the mul- 
titude, On the first day of hostililies 
the British navy laid hold upon the 
road that would lead to victory, and 
the moment when the first flect, as 
it was then called, slipped away 
from its anchorage at Portland  on_ 
the morning of Wednesday. July 
29, 1914, will yet be regarded as one 
of the decisive moments of history. 
At that time the public knew litttle 
or nothing of what was in progress, 
and even now imagination fails to. 
gtasp the magnitude of what was 
achieved. - Popular confidence ‘seem- 
ed for a time to be disturbed by a 
record of successive alarming Inci- 
dents, and people were asking: 
“What isthe ficet doing?” but the 
hidden truth was not comprehended, 
The initiative had been. seized, and 
all real initiative was thenceforward 
tenied to the enemy. “Time is ev- 
erything,” said Nelson; “five minutes 
makes a difference between a _ vic- 
tory and a defeat.” 

Ot all the theatres of the war the 
North Sea is the-amost important, for 
it is Closed against the Germans, and 
this great blockade constitutes the 
main reason for her protest. She 
rebels against British sea supremacy 
and thetlore clginss “freedom of the 
seas,” though her action is an en- 
deavor to qualify to be the tyrant of

ognized, and while the Germans may 
enjoy a certain opportunity of under- 
taking raid operations. without much - 
difficulty, no real or permanent ad- 
vantage is gained by such proceed- 
ings, Day and night, in every weath- 
er, our patrols are at work, and the 
records of heroism at sea in these 
services have never been surpassed. 
Mercantiie marine trawlers, destroy- 
er flotillas, patrol boats, and air ser- 
vices have combined to ‘exercise. an 
activity which has never been rela=- 
ed, and they have beer engaged in 
countless combats. It is sometimes 
wondered why the grand flect does 
not take aggressivé action, but naval 
history shows that to attack coast 
deferices is not the proper or even 
the permissible work of — warships, 
and this is still less possible now 
than it was in the old days’ before 
submarines and mines were known, 

The German fleet. haying failed, 
the submarine campaign was institut- 
ed, but it hag never answered the 
expectations of its authors. It has 
not changed the strategic situation ip 
the least; great damage has been in- 
flicted, and officers and men have 
been cast adrift in situations of ter- 
rible hardship, But, notwithstanding 
all the loss, a. number of extraodi- 
narily ingenious methods have been 
successfully employed and are keep- 
ing down the number of submarines 
which waquld otherwise be engaged 
in their Teuiy work. The actual 
methods ysed cannot be explained, 
When an American correspondent 
visited the fleet, he asked how 
the thing was done, and the officers 
said: “Sometimes by ramming; some- 
times by gunfire; sometimes by ex- 
plosives, and in many other ways 
which we do not tell," — Whatever 
element of uncertainty exists. as to 
the further work of the submarines, 
there is no doubt in regard to the 
conclision that the submarine will 
never bring Britain or her allies to 
the verge of famine, or anywhere 
near it. Scarcity of food is not due 
so much to the submarines as to the 
great demand on the world supplies

And there is another class of peo- 
ple besides the dwindling number of 
those who ‘are declining to save who 
are also helping to defeat the pur- 
pose of the food administration—and 
the United States and its allies. 

These people not only save, but 
they save too much, But they save 
not by using food products wisely, 
but by keeping them out of general 
use. The food hoarders are those 
who buy more foodstuffs than they 
customarily keep at home in time of 
peace. The government does not. ask 
us to go hungry; it only asks us to 
eat those things. which cannot be 
shipped abroad, When we think of 
what our allies tiave suffered for the 
past three years, the government's 
demand that. we sacrifice some of 
our ease and. convenience is almost 
too small a sacrifice to come under a 
reasonablé definition of that word.
